HOT BEDS AND COLD FRAME# 


The following article on hot beds 
was 
prepared 
by Prof. E. A 
White: 
The correct management of the 
hot bed is ot the utmost importance;, 
for upon this may feat the success 
or failure of a whole season’s crop. 
The beds should be ready by the 
hitter part of December, for m this 
climate the tomato should lie sown 
during the first part of January 
I he location should be selected si

that some piotection may b# given 
from the cold north winds, and the 
south side of a shed or bani is a 
fine location. 
For ordinary use, a bot bed J 5 
feet long and 6 feet wide is suffi­ 
cient, for after the plants are nicely 
started they may be transplanted 


I to the cold frames. 
A bed (J feet 
long and ti feet wide should germi­ 
nate enough plants for two acres 
of ground. 
In building the hot 
bed, the ground should be exca­ 
vated to a depth of about three 
feet and the sides built up with 
boards. 
This checks the radiation 
of heat from the manure into the 
surrounding soil. 
At the surface 
of lbs soil, a plank I foot wide and 
J inches thick is extended along 
the northern side. 
Along the 
southern side, al a distance equal 
t . the width of the sash, which is 
usually 6 feet, another plank 6 
inches wide and 2 inches thick is 
run down the length of the bed, 
trie ends are connected by a 2-inch 
plank and the bed is ready for use. 
Place cross pieces of 2x4 material 
at intervals of from 4 to G feet to 
make the whole structure secure 
and to hold the sash in place. 
For this locality, probably no 
material is cheaper or more effect 
ive for heating purposes than cotton 
seed and hulls. 
Fill up the bed 
about eighteen inches with seed 
*nd plat.-** about al* inchea of hullo 
on top to keep them from sprouting. 
Pack the whole solidly and wet 
thoroughly to cause them to heat. 
Above these seed and hulls, six or 
eight inches of good rich garden 
soil is applied and the bed is readv 
for the seed. 
The seed and hulls 
will retain sufficient heat for four 
or five weeks and afterwards the 
bed may be used as a cold 
frame. 
Sow the geed crosswise of the 
bed in rows about an inch and a 
half apart, 
lake a stick as long 
as the 
width of the bed, press 
it gently into the soil, sow the seeds 
in the depression and cover them. 
The depth to cover will depend 
upon the size of the seeds, but a 
safe rule for sowing in hot beds is 
to cover them about five times the 
thickness of the diameter of the 
seeds. 
After the seeds are sown, the 
ground should be firmly pressed 
oyer them; a planed board may 
be used, pressing it into the soil 
with the foot. 
Watering is an 
important item. 
The surface of 
the soil must never become dried 
after the seeds are sown or germi­ 
nation will be checked. 
On the 
other hand, the soil must not be 
overwatered, or it will become soggy 
and sour, and insufficient air will 
be admitted for germination and 


I he seeds will decay. 
To prevent the attack of fungus 
diseases, such as the “ damping oil" 
fungus, mildew end some others, it 
ill advisable after the seeds are 
-own to spray the whole interior of 
the beds with Bordeaux mixture, 
ihe formula being (5 pounds of blue­ 
stone (copjier sulphate), 4 pounds 
of lime and 4A gallons of water. 
A 
mixture of lime and sulphur dusted 
»ver the beds before the plants 
appear is also an excellent pre­ 
ventative. 
About 3 ounces of sul­ 
phur mixed to 2 pounds of lime 
should be used. 
The bed is now ready for the 
sash. 
This may he obtained from 
a hardware dealer at acost varying 
from $2 to #3 each. 
In this cli­ 
mate, cloth is used to a great extent 
in place of glass, and the decrease 
in cost is an item much in favor of 
its use. 
Strong unbleached cotton 
cloth is treated with a prostration 
of oil, lead and resin, and admits 
sufficient light and answers nearly 
all the purposes of glass. 
The for­ 
mula for the application is 3 quarts 
of white linseed oil, I ounce acetate 
of lead. 4 ounces white English 
resin; dissolve the acetate of lead 
by stirring in three or four spoon 
fuls of oil. powder the resin, beat 
the whole gently in a kettle and 
apply to the cloth while hot. 
The critical point in hot bed 
management is as the young plants 
appear above the surface of the 
grout d. 
They must-have plenty 
of air, yet, * if t he weather is very 
cold, a strong draft most not strike 
them. 
No definite rules oan be 
given for ventilation, but each 
grower must learn from eX{*erienoe 
just when to let in and when to 
chut off the air, 
As soon as the 
little plan dots have developed the 
second pair of leaves, they are 
ready for transplanting into the 
cold frames. 
These frames are 
made the same as the bot bede, 
except that no excavation is made 
and no artificial 
heat is given. 
Lighter lumber may also he used; 
boards one inch thick will answer 
as well as two inch plank, 
Such plants as the tomato and 
cabbage are usually transplanted 
twice. 
The gain iu vigor is well 
worth the 
additional 
expense. 
Transplanting tends to produce a 
short, vigorous plant, with an in­ 
creased root area and feeding ca­ 
pacity—-one able to support itself 
by its own stem without artificial 
Support. 
In the first transplanting into 
the cold frames, the plants should 
be placed about an inch apart each 
way, but this distance must1 be in­ 
creased if only one transplanting 
is to be given. 
Too close planting 
causes deficient light and the plant 
spindles up e t *k in stem, with a 
yellowish green, scant foliage anil 
poorly developed 
roots. 
In the 
second transplanting, the plant** 
should be at least 2iJ or 3 inches 
apart. 
As the plants increase in eiae 
and strength, more air must be 
given, aDd the cloth or glass should 
be entirely removed for several 
days before the plants are to be iet 
in the field, in order that they mnv 
become sufficiently “ h ard en ed off” 
to prevent injury from sudden ©old 
snaps after planting. 
Tomato 
plants rightly 
hardened off wil 
uot be injured by a light frost.

The correct management of the 
hot bed is of the utm ost Im portance, 
tor upon this may re»t the success 
or failure of a whole season’s crop. 
The beds should be ready by the 
latter part of December, for ta this 
climate the tomato should be sown 
during th e first part of January. 
The location should be Rejected so 
that some piotection m ay be given 
from the cold north winds, and the 
south side of a shed or barn is a 
fine location. 
For ordinary use, a hot bed J6 
feet long and 6 feet wide is suffi­ 
cient, for after the plants are nicely 
started they m ay be transplanted 
to the cold fram es.
